PRESS BOX: The Bucs maintain two press boxes on the first (auxiliary) and 
third levels (main press box) of Tampa Stadium. All working news media with 
the proper credentials should enter the press gate (west side of stadium). 


CREDENTIALS: News media representatives on assignment who do not hold 
press box credentials for the season should request single-game reservations two 
weeks in advance by writing or calling Bob Best. Reserved credentials may be 
picked up at the press gate on game day. The ‘press gate is located on the Dale 
Mabry Highway side (west) of Tampa Stadium. 


PHOTOGRAPHERS: Field photographers should enter the press gate and pro- 
ceed to the media room to obtain a sideline credential for field admission. No 
one except network television and game personnel will be admitted to the field 
without a camera. There is also a photo deck located on the fourth level. Space 
is available there on a first-come, first-served basis. Field photographers are 
eautioned that the bench area inside the 35-yard lines is off-limits to all non- 
playing personnel. Field photographers must also remain at least 12 feet outside 
of the sideline boundary at all times. 


Photographers are asked to take special note of the following conditions for 
use of press credentials: 


“Any secondary noneditorial or commercial use of any picture, film or draw- 
ing of the game taken or made by the accredited organization or individual to 
whom this credential has been issued (including but not limited to use in adver- 
tising, sales promotion, or merchandising) is prohibited without prior specific 
written approval by the Tampa Bay Buccaneers football club of the National 
Football League. Television stations filming or taping NFL games recognize 
that any films or tapes can be used only in connection with regularly scheduled 
television newscasts within a seven-day period following the game and the film 
ne ~ tape portion of each such showing will not exceed two (2) minutes in 
ength.” . “ er:

HUGH F. CULVERHOUSE 


Owner and President 


In 34 years as a lawyer and six years as a 
National Football League owner, an unflagging 
appetite for new challenges, a gentlemanly demea- 
nor and meticulous preparation and attention to 
detail have been the hallmarks of Hugh F. Culver- 
house, owner and president of the Tampa Bay Buc- 
caneers. 

These characteristics once again stood the Buc 
owner in good stead this past June when along with 
the yeoman work of the Tampa Super Bowl Task 
Force, he steered the 1984 Super Bowl to Tampa 
Stadium. It was the first time that a city had secured 
the coveted game on its first formal presentation 
to the league owners. “The presentation was excel- 
lent and Tampa Bay is a great area,” said Philadelphia owner Leonard Tose, 
“But the single most important factor was Hugh Culverhouse. He worked hard 
to get the game and we have come to find out that anything he is associated with 
is going to be first-class.” 

Hard work has brought Culverhouse success in law, real estate and now the 
NFL. He was awarded the league’s 27th franchise for the Tampa Bay area on 
December 5, 1974. Culverhouse’s fellow owners have accepted his legal knowl- 
edge, calm demeanor and business acumen. He is a member of four of the NFL‘s 
most prestigious committees (Finance, Management Council, Congressional 
Relations and Player Relations). 

The foundation of his success remains the practice of law. Born in Birming- 
ham, Alabama on February 20, 1919 he graduated from the University of 
Alabama with a BS degree in 1941 and a law degree in 1947. In between he 
served as an Air Force officer during World War II. 

For seven years following his graduation from law school he was involved in 
public service as assistant attorney general for the state of Alabama (1947-49) 
and as assistant regional counsel for the Internal Revenue Service. He also was 
recalled to active Air Force duty during the Korean conflict as a colonel. 

In May, 1956 he entered private practice, specializing in tax law in Jackson- 
ville, Florida. One of the top tax experts in the country, he is senior partner in 
the firm of Culverhouse, Tomlinson, Mills, Anderson and Cone with offices in 
Jacksonville, Miami and Tampa. 

In the 1960s Culverhouse expanded his interest with a number of real estate 
investments. He has enjoyed great success as a partner/owner/developer of pro- 
jects in Indiana, Ohio and Florida. One of his largest investments is the 12,500- 
acre Palmer Ranch in Sarasota. 

“T think it’s important that you don’t get discouraged by early failure but learn 
from it. My first real estate investment back in 1959 was a failure. From that I 
was able to cope with the early lack of success the Buccaneers experienced. I 
have complete confidence in John McKay and saw that he was laying a good 
foundation for the team,” says Culverhouse. 

Culverhouse has been active through the years on many civic and philan- 
thropic projects. He is especially involved in the Boy Scouts, higher education, 
the United Way and the arts. He was named Humanitarian of the Year in 1978 
by the Pinellas County Chapter of the National Foundation of the March of 
Dimes. He was one of the original organizers and the first president of the Family 
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Consultation Service of Jacksonville. In 1976 he was President Gerald Ford’s 
official representative with ambassador rank to the Winter Olympics in Inns- 
bruck, Austria. 

He has actively participated as a member of the boards of directors of major 
companies throughout the United States. He is a member of the United States 
Senatorial Business Advisory Board, the Board of Trustees of Jacksonville Uni- 
versity (where he has endowed a chair), Stetson College of Law and the Founda- 
tion Eye Research at the University of South Florida. 

He and his wife, Joy, have two children, Gay Gold and Hugh, Jr. 


JOY CULVERHOUSE 


Vice President 


Joy Culverhouse is a lady in the best sense of the 
word, but she is also a competitor in the best sense. 
The wife of Tampa Bay Buccaneer owner Hugh F. 
Culverhouse, she has been both a supportive help- 
mate and a strong individual. 

Mrs. Culverhouse takes an active interest in the 
Buccaneers and is a frequent and attentive practice 
observer. Having had her golf career limited by 
injury, she appreciates the problems of injured 
players and often visits them during their recovery. 

Born Joy McCann in Chicago on March 6, 1920, 
she moved to Wyoming at an early age where her 
father was a homesteader. Health reasons forced her 
father to move the family to Montgomery, Ala- 
bama and it was there that she was introduced to golf at the age of 14. 

She quickly developed into one of the area’s outstanding players and in 1938 
secured a partial scholarship to LSU where she was actually the ninth player on 
the men’s team. She transferred back home to the University of Alabama, where 
1941 proved noteworthy for two reasons; she met her future husband, Hugh 
Culverhouse, and won her first state golf title, the Alabama women’s amateur. 

The couple was married in 1942 and while Hugh was serving in the Air Force, 
Joy worked with a finance company in Montgomery. Women’s golf competition 
was suspended during the war and in 1946 the couple’s first child, Gay, was born. 
Joy returned to win the Alabama state amateur in 1947 but was unable to defend 
her title as the couple moved to Ohio and had their second child, Hugh, Jr. 

When the Culverhouses moved to Jacksonville in 1953, Joy was able to resume 
her golf career, winning many local tournaments including the Florida state 
amatuer title on her first try in 1961. Another championship that stands out was 
the Jacksonville mixed two-ball title in 1958 which she won with her husband. 

Mrs. Culverhouse’s golfing has been slowed by 1978 operations to her wrist and 
hip. But she has remained athletic, swimming a mile every day. She enjoys sewing 
and is an active member of the Delta Delta Delta sorority and the Jacksonville 
Junior League. She served five years on the Junior League Board of Directors 
and three years on the Board of Directors of the Jacksonville Multiple Sclerosis 
Association. She was a member of the presentation committee of the Tampa 
Bay Super Bowl Task Force which successfully secured the 1984 Super Bowl. 

Son, Hugh, Jr., is a University of Florida law graduate and an associate with 
the Culverhouse law firm in Miami. Daughter, Gay, is in the final stages of a 
doctorate in special education from Columbia. The Culverhouses have three 
grandchildren. 
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JOHN H. McKAY 


Vice President and Head Coach 


John McKay’s achievements in his 16 years of head 
coaching at the University of Southern California 
were so impressive that he ran the risk that any 
career he attempted thereafter would pale by com- 
parison. But entering his sixth season of professional 
football as head coach and vice president of the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers, McKay’s accomplishments 
have continued to mark him as one of the most skill- 
ful coaches in football history. 

No team in the history of the NFL has reached 
the forefront of competition as quickly as Tampa 
Bay. In only their fourth season the Buccaneers de- 
feated Philadelphia, 24-17, in their first playoff game 
on December 29, 1979 and hosted the NFC Cham- 
pionship Game the next week against Los Angeles. 

The impressiveness of this achievement is high- 
lighted by the fact that only three franchises had par- 
ticipated in the NFC Championship Game in the six prior seasons. Since the 
merger in 1970 only 14 of the other 27 teams have won a playoff game of any 
kind. The Buccaneers are one of only eight teams successful in postseason com- 
petition over the past two seasons. Their total of 16 regular season and postseason 
victories in 1979 and 1980 is exceeded by only 14 other teams. 

Only five current NFL head coaches have had a longer tenure with their 
teams than McKay (Bud Grant, Tom Landry, Chuck Noll, Don Shula and Bart 
Starr). McKay’s original five-year contract with the Buccaneers was extended 
five more years by owner Hugh Culverhouse at the conclusion of the 1979 sea- 
son. After he retires from coaching he will assume the position of chief executive 
officer for the Buccaneers. 

During his tenure at Southern California John McKay compiled a record of 
127-40-8 (.760) while winning nine Pac-8 championships, five Rose Bowls and 
four national championships (1962, 1967, 1972 and 1974). Only one other 
coach, his close personal friend Bear Bryant, has won more national titles (six) 
in the history of college football. 

John H. McKay was born in Everettsville, West Virginia, where his father 
was a coal miner. Following his father’s death, McKay helped support his family 
through odd jobs while earning all-state honors as a football running back and 
starring at guard in basketball at Shinnston High School. 

After serving in World War II in the Army Air Corps, McKay enrolled at 
Purdue and was a starting defensive back in 1946. He then transferred to Oregon 
and was a two-way starter in 1948 and 1949. Teaming with Norm Van Brocklin, 
McKay helped the 1948 squad to a 9-1 record and a trip to the Cotton Bowl. 
He still holds the school record of 6.4 yards per carry during his career. 

In 1950 McKay decided against offers from the New York Yankees of the 
All-American Football Conference and the FBI to become a low paid assistant 
coach at Oregon. To supplement his income for a growing family he moon- 
lighted as a night watchman in a lumberyard. 

McKay coached both offense and defense with the Ducks for nine years under 
Jim Aiken and Len Casanova. McKay's plans resulted in three consecutive 
Oregon wins over Southern California and convinced Don Clark to add him to 
the Trojan staff in 1959. 

Upon Clark’s retirement, McKay became head coach in 1960 and produced 
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an undefeated national and Rose Bowl champion team his third season, 1962. 

During the McKay years, Southern California became known for outstanding 
tailbacks, running from the I-formation which McKay developed in the form 
that continues to be popular today. Two of those tailbacks (Mike Garrett in 1965 
and O. J. Simpson in 1968) won the Heisman Trophy. As an indication of 
McKay’s ability to recognize and develop talent, four of the top five USC tail- 
backs during the McKay years were not running backs in high school (O. J. 
Simpson—receiver, Clarence Davis—guard, Anthony Davis—quarterback and 
Ricky Bell—linebacker) and the other, Garrett, was considered too small by many 
to take the constant pounding the position required. 


Tailback was not the only position where McKay produced outstanding stars. 
There were 40 All-Americans during the McKay years, including pro stars such 
as Pat Haden and Bill Nelsen (quarterbacks), Sam Cunningham (fullback), 
Charle Young and Bob Klein (tight ends), Lynn Swann, Bob Chandler, and Earl 
McCullough (receivers), Marvin Powell and Ron Yary (offensive line), Gary 
Jeter and Al Cowlings (defensive line), Charlie Weaver, David Lewis, Richard 
Wood and Ray May (linebackers) and defensive back Mike Battle among others. 


McKay’s Southern California teams dominated the Pac-8 conference, finish- 
ing first or second 13 times and losing only 17 conference games in 16 years. 
In his final nine seasons at USC, McKay compiled an outstanding record of 
21-9-3 (.700) in games against UCLA, Notre Dame, Oklahoma, Arkansas, Ne- 
braska, Alabama, Texas and in the Rose Bowl. He was elected Coach of the Year 
in 1962 and 1972. Had McKay remained at Southern California he would in 
all likelihood be second to Bear Bryant on the winning active coaches list. 


Instead, on October 31, 1975, he accepted the challenge of building an ex- 
pansion franchise as head coach and vice president of the Buccaneers. 


McKay and his wife, the former Nancy Hunter (known as Corky), have four 
children, Michele, John, Terri and Richard, and three grandchildren. He is the 
author of McKay: A Coach’s Story (with Jim Perry) published in 1974.

TOM BASS Defensive Coordinator 


A charter member of the Buccaneer organization . . . enters fifth season as the 
Buccaneers’ defensive coordinator . . . Buc defense ranked first in NFL in 1979 
and fourth in 1978 . . . born August 2, 1935 at March Air Force Base in 
Riverside, California . . . raised in military bases in cities across the country 
and in the Pacific . . . graduated from San Bernardino (CA) High School. . . 
a linebacker at San Jose State until polio ended his college career as a junior 
... after regaining the use of his legs, he returned to San Jose State to finish 
his education while coaching . . . graduated with honors in biological science 
. .. joined Don Coryell’s staff at San Diego State for the 1961-63 seasons .. . 
joined the pros in 1964 as a member of Sid Gillman’s staff with the AFL San 
Diego Chargers and became defensive coordinator in 1966-67 . . . the first 
assistant hired by Paul Brown when forming the Cincinnati Bengals in 1968 
. .. Bengal defensive coordinator for two seasons before becoming a full-time 
Cincinnati scout . . . joined the Bucs as Pro Personnel Director in June, 1975 
. .. returned to coaching, this time the offense, in midseason of 1976... 
switched back to defensive coaching in 1977 . . . extremely interested in litera- 
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ture and the arts . . . author of two books of poetry, “Pro Football From the 
Inside” and “Fly Free My Love” . . . member of the National and Florida 
Poets Associations . . . a contributing editor to five Super Bowl programs and 
co-author of “NFL Playbook” . . . serving his second year on Board of Direc- 
tors of the Florida Gulf Coast Symphony . . . originator of a special instruc- 
tional football clinic for women . . . also interested in jazz ... he and his 
wife, Michelle, have four children .. . oldest son, Mike (21) is placekicker at 
the University of Illinois . . . other children are Bobby (17), David (15) and 
Shana (10). 


GEORGE CHAUMP Running Back Coach 


Enters his third season coaching the Tampa Bay running backs . . . joined 
Tampa Bay prior to championship 1979 season after 11 seasons with another 
group of Bucks, Ohio State University’s Buckeyes . . . quarterback coach and 
top offensive assistant for Coach Woody Hayes . . . born April 28, 1936 in 
Scranton, Pennsylvania and graduated from nearby West Pittston High School 
. .. graduated with a degree in mathematics from Bloomsburg State in 1958 
where he was a four-year letterman in football and wrestling . . . assistant 
coach at William Penn High in Harrisburg for three years and head coach in 
1961 at Shamokin High . . . moved to Harrisburg’s John Harris High in 1962 
and won six Central Pennsylvania championships in six years at the school, 
compiling a 58-4 record ... his 1967 Harris High team set a Pennsylvania 
state scoring record with 489 points as quarterback Jimmy Jones threw 35 
touchdown passes . . . had a 35-game winning streak when he moved to Ohio 
State in 1968 .. . the Buckeyes represented the Big Ten in six Rose Bowls 
while Chaump was at Ohio State and won or shared nine Big Ten champion- 
ships . . . pupils such as Rex Kern, Archie Griffin and Pete Johnson own 
most of the Buckeye offensive records while current quarterback Art Schlichter 
was recruited to Ohio State by Chaump . . . named offensive coordinator by 
Earle Bruce prior to accepting position with Tampa Bay in February, 1979... 
he and his wife, Connie, have three daughters, Lynda (11) and eight-year-old 
twins Melanie and Melissa. 


BOYD DOWLER Receiver Coach 
Buccaneer pass catching exhibited great improvement last year in his first 
season on the Tampa Bay staff .. . tight end Jimmie Giles was the Bucs’ first 


offensive Pro Bow! starter, the sixth Pro Bowl receiver that Dowler has coached

in 11 pro seasons ... can teach from experience gathered in 12 pro seasons 
as a player... enters 1981 ranked 14th on the all-time pro career pass receiv- 
ing list with 474 receptions for 7,270 yards (15.4 avg.) and 40 touchdowns .. . 
born October 18, 1937 in Rock Springs, Wyoming where his father coached 
football, basketball and track ... graduated from Cheyenne (WY) High School 
where he was all-state in three sports . . . versatile college player at the Uni- 
versity of Colorado where he was a three-year starter and all-Big Eight quar- 
terback as a senior (1958) . . . operating in single wing formation, he achieved 
the rare double of leading his team in both passing and pass receiving in 1958 
... also topped the Colorado team in punting and interceptions . . . set school 
record with 26 receptions in 1957 . . . also a varsity hurdler at Colorado. . . 
received a bachelor of science degree . . . a third round draft choice of the 
Green Bay Packers in 1959, he played with the Pack for 11 seasons until 1969 
... returned from retirement to play with Washington in 1971 ...a member 
of five champion Green Bay teams (three NFL champions prior to the first 
Super Bowl and two Super Bowl champions) . . . inducted into the Packer 
Hall of Fame in 1978 . .. second to Hall of Famer Don Hutson in most Green 
Bay career receiving categories . . . NFL Rookie of the Year in 1959... 
played in two Pro Bowls and selected first team wide receiver on the 1960s All- 
Decade, All-NFL team ... greatest game may have been 1967 NFL Champion- 
ship Game (21-17 win in frigid cold over Dallas) with receptions for first two 
Packer touchdowns and two more receptions, setting up final Bart Starr score 
.. . punted four seasons for the Packers, including 44.1-yard average in 1961 
which is second best in Green Bay history .. . began coaching career with Los 
Angeles in 1970... player-coach with Washington in 1971 and full-time coach 
with Redskins in 1972 . . . pass coordinator for the Philadelphia Eagles from 
1973 to 1975 .. . receiver coach with the Cincinnati Bengals from 1976 to 
1979 . . . receivers Charley Taylor and Roy Jefferson with Washington, 
Charle Young and Harold Carmichael with Philadelphia and Isaac Curtis with 
Cincinnati have made Pro Bowl while coached by Dowler . . . instrumental 
in developing Carmichael who now is likely to pass Dowler for 14th place 
on career receiving list this season . . . top racquetball and tennis player... 
he and his wife, Patricia, have two children, Kristen (18) and Brian (12). 


WAYNE FONTES Defensive Back Coach 


Charter member of the Buccaneer coaching staff who has consistently produced 
sound, tough secondaries without benefit of high round draft picks .. . Tampa 
Bay ranked first in NFL in pass defense in 1979 and second in 1978... 
Tampa Bay’s total of 54 touchdown passes allowed in the last four years is 
first in the NFC over that period (second in NFL to Denver's 51) . . . joined 
Bucs in 1976 from similar position on John McKay’s staff at Southern Cali- 
fornia . . . born February 17, 1940 in New Bedford, Massachusetts . . . 
graduated from McKinley High School in Canton, Ohio . . . graduated from 
Michigan State in 1962 after playing football and baseball . . . an all-Big Ten 
running back his senior year, playing in the Senior Bowl and North-South All 
Star games ... named Defensive Player of the Game in the North-South game 
. .. a .300 hitting second baseman for the Spartan baseball team . . . played 
with New York of the AFL in 1963 and 1964... a starter in the defensive 
backfield before a broken leg ended his career prematurely . . . still holds Jet 
team record for longest interception return (83 yards) . . . returned to Michigan

APPLYING THE NFL SCHEDULE FORMULA 


The opponents and sites for the Buccaneers’ 1982 schedule will be known as 
soon as the 1981 season is completed. The NFL schedule formula matches 
teams in a predetermined manner based on their final positions. 

If in 1981 the Bucs finish FIRST or FOURTH in the NFC Central, their 1982 
opponents will be: two games (home-and-home) with the other four NFC 
Central teams (eight games), one game each with the champions of the NFC 
West and the NFC East (two games), one each with the fourth place teams 
in the NFC West and the NFC East (two games) and one game each with 
the four teams in the AFC East. 

If in 1981 the Bucs finish SECOND or THIRD in the NFC Central, their 1982 
opponents will be: two games (home-and-home) with the other four NFC 
Central teams (eight games), one game each with the second-place team in the 
NFC West and the NFC East (two games), one game each with the third- 
place teams in the NFC West and NFC East (two games) and one game each 
with the four teams in the AFC East. 

If in 1981 the Bucs finish FIFTH, their 1982 opponents will be: two games 
(home-and-home) with the other four NFC Central teams (eight games), one 
game each with the four teams of the NFC West (four games), home-and- 
home games with the fifth place team in the NFC East (two games) and one 
game each with the fifth-place team in the AFC West and the AFC East (two 


games). 
1982 INTERCONFERENCE GAME SITE PRIORITIES 


For interconference games between teams one through four in a division, sites 
will now be assigned so that those teams do not play a second consecutive 
game at the same site with their interconference opponents that they did in 
1979 when the divisions were last paired. 
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If a team that played a fifth-place schedule in 1979 (such as Tampa Bay) fin- 
ishes first through fourth in 1981, it will inherit the site priorities from the 
team in the division that finishes fifth.

Tampa Stadium, one of the nation’s largest, best designed and least expensive 
stadiums will become the eighth stadium to host professional sports’ most pres- 
tigious event when Super Bowl XVIII is contested on January 22, 1984. NFL 
owners awarded the game to Tampa Stadium on June 3, 1981. 


The open concrete bowl seats 72,128 people, the third largest figure in the 
National Football Conference (behind the Pontiac Silverdome and Giants Sta- 
dium). Sellouts continued in 1980 as Tampa Stadium has been sold out 16 con- 
secutive regular season Buccaneer games entering the 1981 season. The stadium 
record was set in the NFC Championship Game with Los Angeles January 6. 
1980 with an actual attendance of 72,033 (just 93 no shows). 


The original 46,500-seat structure was begun in October, 1966 following the 
establishment of the 11-member Tampa Sports Authority in 1965 by the Florida 
Legislature. The stadium was dedicated on November 4, 1967 and the first sec- 
tion cost only $4.6 million. 

After the Tampa Bay area was awarded an NFL franchise in 1975, work 
began on the addition to the stadium, the expansion of the press box and the 
computerization of the scoreboard. For $13 million the end zones were enclosed, 
new scoreboards added at each end and an extra level added to the press box. 
Also 24 private boxes were constructed above the east stands. 

Located in northwest Tampa, adjacent to North Dale Mabry Highway within 
one mile of Interstate 275, the stadium is convenient to fans throughout the Bay 
area and central Florida. Tampa Stadium is the home of both the Bucs and Tampa 
Bay Rowdies of the North American Soccer League in addition to other special 
events. Al Lopez Field, the spring home of the Cincinnati Reds and the summer 
base for the Tampa Tarpons of the Florida State League, is also a part of the 
Tampa Stadium complex. 

With a minimum of excess area around the field, seats clustered around mid- 
field and no pillars or posts to obstruct the view, Tampa Stadium has outstand- 
ing sight lines for football or soccer fans. The crowned grass field is considered 
one of the best playing surfaces in the NFL.

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BUCCANEER COUNTRY 


During the first five years of their existence, the Tampa Bay Buccaneers have 
generated tremendous interest and enthusiastic support for NFL football from 
fans throughout central and northern Florida. It is this kind of support that was 
envisioned by Buc owner Hugh Culverhouse, the National Football League and 
the others who lobbied for bringing a professional football team to Tampa Bay, 
a team that would represent the sprawling area now known as Buccaneer Country. 


Spirited Buc fans come from as far away as Pensacola and Jacksonville in the 
north, Fort Myers in the south, Daytona Beach and Cocoa on the Atlantic, to 
Clearwater on the Gulf. The Bucs have had 16 consecutive regular season sell- 
outs a the 72,128-seat Tampa Stadium with season ticketholders from through- 
out the state. 


The Tampa-St. Petersburg area continues to be one of the fastest growing in 
the nation, with a population of 1.6 million. The Tampa-St. Petersburg area is 
the 13th largest television market in the country and nearly two million more 
people live in other cities within two hours drive, such as Orlando, Sarasota and 
Lakeland. 


Buc Country is more than statistics and numbers. Millions of visitors enter the 
area annually, drawn by miles of sandy, clean beaches and the sunny climate. 
Temperatures range from a mean of 60 degrees in January to an August mean 
of 82 with the sun shining nearly every day. 


Two-thirds of Florida’s major attractions are located within 100 miles of 
Tampa, including Disney World, Busch Gardens, Cypress Gardens, Sea World 
and Circus World.

The Port of Tampa is the seventh largest in the nation, the closest American 
port to the Panama Canal and the largest port on the coast between New Orleans 
and Norfolk. The port and Tampa’s $86 million space-age airport make it a 
regional transportation center. It is also the home of the University of Tampa 
and the growing University of South Florida with over 23,000 students. 


The other major cities in Buc Country also are vibrant, exciting places to live. 
St. Petersburg and the rest of Pinellas County are the headquarters for three 
dozen banking concerns, a modern, growing industrial base, and a pleasant home 
for thousands of retirees. To the south, Sarasota and Fort Myers are growing 
commercial and industrial centers while remaining attractive vacation destina- 
tions. Orlando continues to prosper in an expansion almost unprecedented in 
size and speed. Jacksonville remains one of the busiest ports on the south Atlan- 
tic coast. Lakeland is the hub of the area’s citrus and phosphate industries. A 
growing economy, warm climate, sea and inland water, and now professional 
sports. It seems safe that the legendary 18th century pirate Jose Gaspar would 
still make his headquarters in Tampa Bay—where the good life gets better every 
day.

The Buccaneer Band and Swash-buc-lers are important parts of the amazing 
Tampa Bay fan enthusiasm. The Buccaneer Band is one of the only three team 
bands in the NFL and keeps Tampa Stadium rocking with sound while the 
Swash-buc-lers are a highly acclaimed combination dance-and-cheering group. 


From a quiet beginning in 1977 the Buc Band has grown to over 100 mem- 
bers as it starts its fifth season. Strictly a volunteer organization, the Band prac- 
tices twice a week under the direction of its founder Dean Page. 

The Band provides a lively sound during breaks in the Tampa Stadium action 
and also entertains before and after games. The Buc Band is developing the 
capability to perform on the field at halftime. 

The Band has more than just game day functions. Sponsored by Sandpiper 
Resorts of St. Petersburg Beach and Treasure Island, they are often asked to 
entertain at various functions throughout Buccaneer country and welcome the 
team home to One Bucanneer Place after important road games. The Buc Band’s 
outstanding performances are a major part of the success of the Tyrone Square 
Pep Rallies begun in 1979. 

Dancing to the sounds of the Buc Band are the Swash-buc-lers, a skilled danc- 
ing and cheerleading group. The Swash-buc-lers combine the style of a profes- 
sional group with the enthusiasm and movement of a college squad in their 
dancing and cheering routines. Pattie Bean is the group’s director and acclaimed 
jazz dance teacher Jackie Loto is the Swash-buc-ler choreographer. 

In addition to dancing and cheering at games, the Swash-buc-lers also partici- 
pate in a large number of off-the-field activities as representatives of the Buc- 
caneers. They have performed on the nationally syndicated “Dinah” show and 
in the Main Street Parade at Disney World with the Buc Band. 

Like the Band, the Swash-buc-lers are volunteers and practice twice a week 
beginning in the spring. 

Coupled with a top lineup of guest bands and other attractions, the Swash- 
buc-lers and Buc Band will make Tampa Stadium an exciting place for more 
than just football this fall.

Tampa Bay and Green Bay battled to 
the first tie in the NFL since 1978 as the 
Packers misfired on field goals at the end 
of regulation play and overtime that 
could have won it. 

Packer quarterback Lynn Dickey 
enjoyed the best day ever by a Green 
Bay passer, hitting 35 of 51 passes for 418 
yards (336 yards in regulation) including 
14 straight completions at one stretch. 
Three of his receivers snared over 100 
yards worth of receptions (Aundra 
Thompson, Paul Coffman and Eddie Lee 
Ivery), the first time a trio of receivers 
on the same team have cracked the 
century mark since 1968. But for all the 
passing and total offense (569 yards) 
Green Bay could not win the game. 

Tampa Bay matched the Packers’ first 
touchdown when Richard Wood returned 
an interception 55 yards for a score and 
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tied the game with 4:50 left in the fourth 
quarter when Doug Williams rushed five 
yards around end. Green Bay kicker Tom 
Birney missed a 24-yard field goal with 
1:05 left in regulation and a 36-yarder 
on the last play of the overtime.

Kevin House continued his remarkable 
late-season performance with four recep- 
tions for 57 yards, including a spectacular 
diving 30-yard catch for the Tampa Bay 
touchdown.

NOTES 

The Lions remained in the playoff hunt 
with a 27-14 win over the Buccaneers at 
Pontiac. Although Minnesota clinched 
the division title earlier in the day, 
Detroit's victory kept it in the running 
for a wild card playoff berth. 

Tampa Bay scored first when David 
Logan scooped up a Gary Danielson fum- 
ble forced by Lee Roy Selmon and dashed 
60 yards for his first professional touch- 
down. But Danielson made up for his 
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fumble with the finest passing day of his 
career. He hit 29 of 44 throws for 360 
yards as Detroit built a 20-7 lead and 
went on to win. The Bucs cut the gap to 
20-14 when Doug Williams teamed up 
with Kevin House for their fifth touch- 
down connection in six weeks (32 yards) 
with just under nine minutes left. Rookie 
Ray Williams dashed Tampa Bay’s hopes 
on the ensuing kickoff, though, with a 
90-yard touchdown kickoff return. It 
was the first kickoff ever returned for a 
touchdown against Tampa Bay. 

Lee Roy Selmon played a fine game 
for the Bucs with three sacks, tying a 
career high.

NOTES 

The ending of the 1980 season typified 
the frustrations experienced throughout 
the year by the Buccaneers as Alan Page 
blocked Garo Yepremian’s 32-yard field 
goal try with 40 seconds left to preserve 
a 14-13 Chicago victory. 

For the fourth time in five weeks the 
Bucs took a 10-0 lead and for the fourth 
time they lost it. Chicago pulled ahead 
14-10 late in the third quarter with the 
help of a Buc fumble that set up the 
second touchdown. Doug Williams com- 
pleted several long passes in the fourth 
quarter but receivers fumbled away two 
of them and Tampa Bay’s final chance 
ended with the blocked field goal. 

Williams completed 16 of 29 passes for 
350 yards, the second best total of his 
career and his fourth 300-yard plus game 
of the season. His favorite target was 
Kevin House who snared three passes for 
an eye-popping 138 yards, including re- 
ceptions of 57 and 61 yards. Gordon 
Jones scored the Buc touchdown with a 
33-yard grab to mark the eighth consecu- 
tive game in which Williams had thrown 
at least one touchdown pass.

FOUNDATION 


November 4, 1967: Tampa Stadium is dedicated as Tennessee defeats the University 
of Tampa, 38-0. The dedication concludes planning begun in 1965 by the Tampa Sports 
Authority, an 11-member public agency formed by the Florida Legislature. The price 
tag of the 46,700-seat stadium is $4.1 million. 

August 10, 1968: The first NFL preseason game is played in Tampa Stadium as Wash- 
ington defeats Atlanta before a crowd of 42,000. 

November, 1968: First group attempting to secure an NFL franchise for Tampa Bay 
area is formed. This group, known as the Suncoast Pro Football Committee, functions 
until 1972 when the Tampa Chamber of Commerce appoints the formal West Coast 
NFL Task Force headed by J. Leonard Levy. 

Summer, 1972: The Baltimore Colts train in Tampa and play three preseason games 
at Tampa Stadium. Some 33,000 ticket packages for the three games are sold. 

April, 1973: At its annual meeting the NFL appoints an expansion committee. By 
February, 1974 the candidates for expansion have been narrowed to five (Tampa Bay, 
Honolulu, Memphis, Phoenix and Seattle). 
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August 11, 1973: The New York Jets defeat the San Francisco 49ers, 34-14, in the 13th 
preseason game staged since 1968 at Tampa Stadium. Average attendance for the 
games was 41,000. 


April 24, 1974: Tampa Bay is awarded the NFL's 27th franchise. As part of the franchise 
award for the area, Tampa Stadium will be enlarged to 72,000 seats. 


October 30, 1974: Philadelphia construction man Tom McCloskey is awarded the new 
Tampa Bay franchise, but soon backs off accepting ownership. 

December 5, 1974: Hugh F. Culverhouse, Jacksonville attorney and real estate in- 
vestor who had earlier declined ownership of the Seattle franchise for geographic 
reasons, is awarded ownership of the Tampa Bay franchise. 

February 15, 1975: It is announced, that the club will be known as the Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers, which was also the choice of a local contest to name the new team. On 
June 15th, the team will announce its official colors of orange, white and red trim 
and gain the logo of a swashbuckling buccaneer. 

April 21, 1975: Tampa Sports Authority unanimously approves a 30-year lease agree- 
ment with Buc officials for Tampa Stadium. Three days later the Tampa City Council 
votes 6-1 for approval of the stadium lease and the expansion of Tampa Stadium to 
72,000 seats. 

May 14, 1975: The sale of $13 million in bonds is effected by the Tampa Sports 
Authority to finance renovation and enlargement of the stadium. 

July 9, 1975: Ground is broken for the Tampa Stadium expansion. 

October 31, 1975: John McKay, four national championships behind him at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, is announced as the head coach of the Buccaneers. 
December 27, 1975: Hugh Culverhouse draws first pick in the college draft, while 
Seattle receives the first pick in the veteran allocation in a special drawing held prior 
to the Pittsburgh-Baltimore playoff game in Pittsburgh. 

1976 

March 30, 1976: The Buccaneers choose 39 players (20 offensive and 19 defensive) 
from other NFL rosters in the veteran allocation draft at the NFL offices in New York 
After five seasons of play only two of the 39, Mark Cotney and Dave Reavis, remain 
on the Buc roster. 

April 8, 1976: Lee Roy Selmon, All-America defensive end from Oklahoma, is the 
first pick of the entire college draft by the Bucs. He will become the Buccaneers’ 
first consensus All-Pro and NFL Defensive Player of the Year in 1979, 

April 16, 1976: Lee Roy Selmon and his brother Dewey, who was chosen in the second 
round of the draft, sign contracts with the Buccaneers, the first draft choices to sign 
July 5, 1976: The Bucs welcome the first rookies and free agents to training camp 
at their recently completed office complex known as One Buccaneer Place. By De- 
cember, 140 players will have been at least briefly on the Bucs’ first-year roster. 

July 31, 1976: Tampa Bay’s first ever action is a preseason game at the Los Angeles 
Coliseum with the Rams. Los Angeles wins 26-3 although Pete Rajecki’s 18-yard field 
goal provides Tampa Bay’s first points. 

August 14, 1976: The Buccaneers are winners for the first time, defeating Atlanta 17-3 
in a preseason game at Jacksonville’s Gator Bowl. 

August 21, 1976: After three road preseason games, the Buccaneers open at home in 
expanded Tampa Stadium in a preseason match with the Miami Dolphins. As 67,466 
fans watch, the Bucs give the veteran Dolphins all they can handle before succumb- 
ing, 28-21. 

September 12, 1976: Tampa Bay’s first regular season game is a 20-0 defeat at Houston 
One week later, San Diego spoils the home opener, 23-0. 

October 24, 1976: The Buccaneers’ closest brush with victory in a frustrating inaugural 
season is a 23-20 win for Miami, decided by Garo Yepremian’s field goal with 55 
seconds left in the game. 

1977 

May 3, 1977: Tampa Bay, holding the number-one pick in the NFL draft, selects run- 
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ning back Ricky Bell from Southern California. Later in the day Bell signs a five-year 
contract with the Bucs. 

December 11, 1977: The Bucs tie an NFL record with three interceptions returned for 
touchdowns and end 26 games of frustration with a 33-14 win at New Orleans. Over 
8,000 fans greet the team when it returns to One Buccaneer Place. 

December 18, 1977: Tampa Bay makes it two in a row with its first home win ever, 
a 17-7 triumph over the St. Louis Cardinals. 


1978 

April 24, 1978: The Buccaneers trade their number-one selection in the first round of 
the 1978 NFL draft to the Houston Oilers for tight end Jimmie Giles plus the Oilers’ 
first and second picks in 1978 and Houston’s third and fifth picks in 1979. The Oilers 
announce they will use their new selection to draft Earl Campbell of Texas. 

May 1, 1978: Tampa Bay drafts quarterback Doug Williams from Grambling with the 
first round pick acquired from Houston. 

October 15, 1978: Jimmy DuBose rushes for 109 yards in 24 carries (first Buc over 
100) but is injured late in the game as Tampa Bay loses to the New York Giants, 17-14 
The next week Tampa Bay defeats Chicago to up its record to 4-4, but injuries such 
as DuBose’s cripple the team during the second half of the season (final record 5-11) 
1979 

January 3, 1979: Hugh Culverhouse purchases Marvin Warner's minority interest in 
the Buccaneers. 

September 1, 1979: Before the first of what has extended to 16 consecutive home 
sellout crowds (through 1980) the Bucs open the 1979 season with a convincing 31-16 
victory over Detroit. 

September 30, 1979: The Bucs become the only undefeated team in the NFL (5-0) 
with a 17-13 win at Chicago. The game proves decisive in the NFC Central race when 
Tampa Bay and Chicago end the season tied at 10-6. 

November 25, 1979: Ricky Bell becomes the first Buc ever to gain 1,000 yards rushing 
but the Buccaneers’ title-clinching party is delayed as Minnesota wins 23-22 by block- 
ing two extra points, a field goal and a punt. 

December 16, 1979: The Bucs wait until the final game of the season to clinch their 
first NFC Central crown. Tampa Bay edges Kansas City 3-0 in pouring rain at Tampa 
Stadium for the title with Neil O’Donoghue’s 19-yard fourth quarter field goal de- 
cisive. 

December 29, 1979: Tampa Bay is successful in its first-ever NFL playoff appearance, 
defeating the Philadelphia Eagles, 24-17, as Ricky Bell rushes for 142 yards and two 
touchdowns. 

January 6, 1980: The Bucs finish just one game short of the Super Bowl as Los Angeles 
wins the NFC Championship Game at Tampa Stadium, 9-0. 

1980 

January 7, 1980: Head coach John McKay receives a five-year contract extension. He 
will become the organization’s president when he retires from coaching. 

September 11, 1980: Tampa Bay avenges January’s NFC Championship Game defeat 
with a 10-9 victory over Los Angeles in the Buccaneers’ first appearance on ABC’s 
national television series. The game is played on a Thursday night and boosts the 
Buc record to 2-0. 

October 12, 1980: The Bucs and Packers play to a 14-14 tie, the fourth tie in the 
NEL since the institution of overtime in 1974. 

November 16, 1980: Doug Williams passes for 486 yards, the fourth highest total in 
NFL history, and four touchdowns but Minnesota defeats Tampa Bay, 38-30. 

1981 

June 3, 1981: A Tampa Bay Super Bowl Task Force, headed by Leonard Levy and 
assisted by Hugh Culverhouse, makes a successful presentation at the NFL Owners’ 
Meeting in Detroit and by a vote of 24-2 Tampa Stadium is selected as the site for 
the 1984 Super Bowl (XVIII).
